“Tha “Baker’ contact” =ald Mr. Pender,
“In the largest ore deposit that has been
discovered on ths American continent. No
engineer can figure out how many tons there
nre in that great bank of conglomerate, but at
& low estimate Lhere are 7,000,000 or 5,000,000
fobe aver.ging $5 per ton.'

Mr. Baker, the discoverer of the now
noted contuct, Is a tall, gray-halred gentle-
man, 62 years of age. He (s a lawyer by
profession and came to Colorado twenty-two
yours aun For twenly years he spent
& large part of each summer prospecting In
the mountalne, October 3, 1893, will remain
indelibly fastened in his momory, for apon
thit date be mude the great discovery of his
Hie.

“Two yrars ago'" sald he, I began an
earnest seurel for Lthe origin of the gold de-
posit in the San Juan river. Last summer,
In company with a young man named Gra-
bam, T traced the *float’ with pan, pick and
ahiove]l from the La Plata river up ote of
the slde atreams and up the side of the
Mountatn th an altitude of 10,500 fect, whare
the contact I lecated. The ore body lles
exposed in a mountaln gulch near the tim-
ber line, probably hall a mile from the top of
the mountaln. The conlnet ls exposed fo a
depth of 250 feet bBetween walls which are
900 feet apart. The guleh 18 right In the
middle of the ore body.

“l regard the La Plata region as the
Ereatest mining distriet of the state'" sald
Mr. Baker In response to &n Inguiry, “The
minaralized territory I8 ten nlles wide and
filfteen or twenty miles long, There are
many barron spots In the reglon and many
locatious where the ore runs 88 or $10 to the
Tan up 0 as many ounces in gold,. Much of
the oro Is highly refractory and will require
new processes 10 ba suecessfully worked. The
free milling ore Is the exception. Thers are
now seven or elght mines shipping selected
are regularly, and about 600 men are working
or prospecting In the reglon.”

Mr. Baker fiest saw the Rocky mountain
in 1860, In company with a party of forty-
four Georglans he made the journey across
the continent to the const, returning to Goor-
Ela a few years later, where he met Qroene
Russell, the ploseer gold discoverer of Col-

orado.  An uncle of Mr. Baker's was with
Russell when he panned gold out of the
Bunde of Cherry creek, and the Colorado

man remembers distinetly the prophecles of
Russell that tha gold supply of the United
Btates would be mined In Clear Creck canon
and other canons of the NMockles.

Last snmmer Mr, Buker spent several
weeks prospecting along Cherry creek  and
in the resion where the Arst discovery of
#old was made in this state. His theory is
that at one time the reglon south of Denver
for fifty or seventy-five milos was the bol-
tom of a great sea. The water deposited a

egreés with fine gold. "“The cement has
gradually been dissolved and washed away."”
sald Mr, Baker, “and the gold s distributed
aver i wide reglon, bit not in bodles rich
enough to pay for handliig the gravel under
presont  conditions, In the Clerry oreek
bottoms the gravel contains porhaps $1 a ton
in gold."
THE UTAH COMPANY.

The prople of the territory are watching
with a great leal of interest for the pronised
developments §n connection with the 1tah
eompany. and the indications are that they
Wwill not have long to wail. The return of
Mewssrs, Cannon and Clayton with encourag-
ing reporte means much, says the Salt Lake
#Herald, for upon the reports of their hasty
Nislt to New York and other financial cer-
tors  overything depended. Meetings are
being held almost daily, and according to
the statemonts of the promoters of the spter-
prises It will not bs many days before the
gompany is ready to move with all of its
feserve force.

Speaking of the workings of the com-
pany, Mr, Clayton stated that it Is an en-
traly eeparate enterprise from any other
project ever set on foot in thia territory
::d upon Its own bottom it will stand, While

& detalled plans have not yet been ap-
proved, the road to Coalville from this city
is to be completsd at omco, work on the
termiial having already beon Inaugurated
A force of graders is now engaged In pre-
paring the grade for the first six miles of
road, and this section is to be pushed to an
fmmedinte completion.

Clara, or still Mrther south, for miliing.
It is now thought ro be possible that the rock
came from Little Creek canon, which ls n
short distanes from Buckskin, having been
dropped there by some Mexiean prospector.

TROUDLE OVER A MINE

W. 8. McMurren, & prominent lumber
dealer of Baker City, Ore., while conversing
with a Staterman reporter at Bolse, Tdaho,
revoeuled msoame [nteresting f(ncts: concerning
the Virtue mine, located néar Haker Clty,
which 18 now involved [n [ugation. The
mine {6 now held by George W. Grayson, an
oldd time Idahoan, who spent years in the
Owyhea pountry, where he Is still Interested.
He I8 dafendant In the actlon brought by
Portland parties Lo recover the property and
$75,000 damaoges, The Virtue Las been al-
most a steady producer since the early 60s.
It was suppoeed to have been worked out
soviral times, but furiher development al-
ways brought somothing to light and the
mine was practically never ahut down. Some
time ago Grayson, evidently becoming dis-
satisfied with the Virtue, sold it to Portland
partiss for $45.000 on the In=stallment plan.
The Weblooters scemed to be very unfortunate
and the time canie when they could not pay
their employes.  Aflter some parleving with
the miners, the lattér took charge of the
mine for the purpose of taking out their
wages. About this time the Portland parties
Jearned that an immensely rich pocket had
been cut inlo on the 400-foot level, byt that
wuter poured into the level with suoh
norush it was Impossible to gel at It As
the time for making the last puyment on the
property bad not elapsed, they made an as-
#slgnment and sent the assignes from Porl-
land to take.churge of the mine. He arrived
in Baker, and, enguging a team, started out
to the mine. The miners had heard of his
coming and were prepared to glve him a
warm recepitlon. He was met by a slrong
guard while vet quite & distance from the
ming and warned to proceed no further.
Threats of personal violencs had the desired
effect and he retraced his way to Daker
Clty, the maddest man In Oregon. It was
at this time Graysom, through his repre-
santatives, reappeared on the scone and, pay-
Ing the men tha balance dus them, took
charge of the mine. The work of pumpling
out the d00-foot level was commenced at
onee and prosecuted vigorously, Finally the
water was lowared so It was possible for a
man to got Into the level. One evening the
superintendent, with a fow trusted men, en-
tered the level. They waded through water
to thelr waists untll they reached the rich
pockot they had been endeavoring to get at
so loug, In the morning they brought up
ore rtepresenting §10,000—a  pratty  good
night's work. Mr. McMurren says he
knows that night's work netied $10,000.
Whether any more ore was taken from the
pocket he does not know. The parties who
brought sult clalmed there was in e
neighborhood of §$75,000 taken out, Mr.
MoMurren says that for some unaccountable
reason. the pumps were shut down short)y
after the eveniful night’s work and the
level allowed to again B0 with water. The
Portland parties allege, he Bays, that the
miners organized and took the mine away
from them, that théy did not voluntarily give
it up. Mr. Graysoti claims that by thelr
shandonment of the properiy they walved
all their righis in the premises, thus per-
mitting bim to step in Rgaln,

FRUIT DRYING IN UTAH.

One of the most important industries in
Utal's Dixle, and ons of conslderable oo se-
quence to the entire terrltory, Is that of
frult drylng. The dried fruits of this terri-
tory rank second to none, exe ept Lhe evapo-
rated artlele of Callfornts, and the amount
af revenus derived from the sale of fruits
In mlwuys represented by six figure; at least.
The indleations are, however, that (hera will
be considerable of n reduction this year and
unless some immediate change {nkes place
the people of the territory will reesive wbhout
i cent less for their unpeeled peaches than
the quotations for 1883, Thisx will make con-
slderable of a difference to Lhe frult produe-
Ing districts,

"Presenl advices indicate
of all kinds of dried fruits
ably lower this season than was the case
laat year” sald Superintendent Webber of
Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile Institution, to
A Heruld reporter. “The reasona for the
change In the schedule of prices are patont,
one of thetn belng the enormous quantities
of fruit dried In Californla this season. Had
It not been for the millrosd strikes and the
conxequent teup of all roads leading out
from the coast an extra amount of frosh
frult would have been sent to the sastern
and forelgn markets, but the lack of allroad

I finiehed. As the grading of the rosdbed
I8 complets as far g8 the mill slte, and all
that remalos 10 be dong in the laying of the
ralle, It I8 axpected that this portion of the
road will soon be ready for use. Should
that bé the case, the Mercur company wl]‘l
procesd with 1ta Improvements without dela
The improvements will consist chiefly in
the enlargement of the mill to a 150-ton
capacity m a 100-ton capacity, as it standy
At present.

RECORDS OF EARLY NAVIGATION.

A number of Interedting documents con-
nected with the business of the old Oregon
Steum Navigation company, and Ingldentally
with the history of the state, which had
floated out of some place where they hud
been stowed away by the rallroad company,
wore ploked up among other floteam et jel-
sam of the late flood by Mr. John GiHll at
The Dalles a short time pince, and presentod
10 Mr. Prank T. Dodge, In whose handwrit-
ing many of the documents were. Among
them is n frogmont of the cashbook of The
Dalles office, showing the receipts from tiek-
ets s0ld in that office to miners and others
for trip No. 7 of the steamer Tenino, up
river, in May, 1562, There wers thirty-two
passengars for Wallnla at $156 each, and 315
for Lewiston at $30 each, the total amount
for passenger fares for the trip being $10,930,
Those were the days when steamboallng
pald, and whan the stockholders of the Ore-
gon Steamship and Navigation company lald
the foundations of thelr fortunes. There
Was 0o law In those days restricting the num-
ber of passsngers a boat should carry. The
rush to the mines on Salmon river, Ofo
Fino and Elk City began in the fall of 1881,
and for three or four years the Oregon Steam-
ship and Nuvigation company enjoyed prob-
mbly the finest run of business over known.
Thoe mines were placers, and the miners
flocked up to them In the spring, &sod when
the water froze In the fall they flocked down
again, loaded with gold dust. Portlind being
but a small plice, most of thiem went on to
San Franclsco, or on to the "Bay.” as they
styled *it, to spend the winter, and often
thelr earnings,
